The steelwo rkers' un io n can n o t be pressured 
fro m the o utside; it is o n e o f the stro n gest an d 
I best-disciplin ed o rgan izatio n s o f its kin d in the 
wo rld. 
Nevertheless, the same circumstan ces n o w 
o bvio us to everybo dy else must be eviden t to 
the i?0 members o f the co mmittee. 
; 
Everybo dy has been grievo usly hurt by this 
lo n g strike, in cludin g bystan ders who had n o th­ 
in g to do with startin g it. 
The n atio n ’s security has been hurt 
Its 
eco n o my, which may pro ve to be its mo st vul­ 
n erable po in t in the years immediately ahead, 
has been hurt. 
The steel co mpan ies have been hurt. Mo ­ 
rale at ho me an d presige abro ad have been hurt 
If it had been the o rigin al in ten tio n o f the steel­ 
wo rkers’ un io n to demo n strate the ex ten t o f its 
po wer to do in jury to America, the demo n stra­ 
tio n co uld n o t have been a greater success.

While thro ugho ut Western Euro pe 
Eisen ho wer was preferred to Taft, 
it is o bvio usly reco gn ized by ex ­ 
perien ced statesmen t h a t men 
seekin g o ffice an d men in o ffice act 
differen tly than they did when they 
carried thro ugh a po licy fix ed fo r 
them. Furthermo re, the Western 
Euro pean s are already, in edito rial 
o pin io n , ho ldin g their breaths as to 
ho w the electio n will even tually go . 
In a wo rd, they are usin g this in ­ 
terlude to mark time. 
Euro pean po litical do ctrin e has, 
sin ce Charlemagn e, been based o n 
a theo ry o f a balan ce o f po wer 
amo n g the Euro pean co un tries. In 
this catego ry, Russia was gen eral­ 
ly regarded—certain ly up to the 
Napo leo n ic wars an d the emer­ 
gen ce o f Alex an der I—as n o n -Eur­ 


o pean . Fo r mo st o f Euro pean his­ 
to ry, the Un ited States did n o t ex ist 
at all, an d as a matter o f histo ric 
sign ifican ce, 
the Un ited States 
played little o r n o part in the af­ 
fairs o f Euro pe un til the admin is­ 
tratio n o f Wo o dro w Wilso n . 
No w, Western Euro pe is caught 
between two n o n -Euro pean gian ts, 
So viet Russia an d the Un ited States 
who se co n cepts o f po litics an d war, 
differin g as they do fro m each o th­ 
er, are un related to the co urse o f 
Euro pean histo ry. 
It is, fo r the Western Euro pean , 
n o t so much a questio n o f which 
way to turn as it is that perhaps 
by n o t do in g an ythin g, they can 
save 
themselves. 
Neither 
the 
yn ited States n o r So viet Russia, 
Ho wever, rejects in decisio n o r in ­ 
actio n . The American electio n in ­ 
terlude may give Western Euro pe 
a breathin g spell. 


WAR TALK seems to have dis­ 
appeared alto gether—that Is, in 
Euro pe. The Russian s are busy co n ­ 
so lidatin g their empire an d purgin g 
their o wn ran ks o f dissiden t ele­ 
men ts. 
The tyran t’s grip is tighter o n the 
satellite co un tries which, in the im­ 
perial pro cess, are bein g reduced 
to pro vin ces. It is to co n tin ue an d 
co mplete this pro cess that Stalin 
requires peace, an d as lo n g as he 
has peace he can gain in stren gth. 
Fo r Stalin , therefo re, the n ex t 
six mo n ths o f American preo ccu­ 
patio n with it’s o wn presiden cy is 
a perio d o f respite.
